PRESIDING ELDERS’ REPORTS. 

Burlington District. 

Dear Bishop and Brethren: 

In the interest of brevity, and with the view of leaving each 
pastor to report in detail so much of his work as opportunity 
may accord to him, this summary of the year’s toil on the Bur- 
lington District is herewith submitted: 

We have had two changes in pastoral relation during the 
year. M. L. Sanders, who was appointed to the Hillsboro Cir- 
cuit in December last, transferred to the Puget Sound Confer- 
ence, and left this appointment in our hands to be cared for as 
best we could. 

We did this for a time, by providing for the Sunday services 
in the employment of W. B. Rossell, a local preacher, who re- 
sides on a farm within the bounds of the Salem Circuit. The 
preaching of Bro. Rossell and such pastoral labor as he could 
render from his own farm cares and duties were very acceptable 
to the people of all the appointments both in and outside of the 
church. 

I Bro. W. H. Munster, having finished his Divinity Course in 

Boston Seminary, was secured to fill out the last three months 
of the year. He has given general satisfaction and comes to us 
now by recommendation from the District Conference for ad- 
mission on trial in this Conference. Bro. E. L. Tennant, for 
the health of his wife, asked his quarterly conference in May to 
be released from Crawfordsville charge until Conference. This 
S' request was granted, and with his family he went into the Indian 

I Territory and has been serving a station in this home mission 

field. He thinks best not to continue longer here but will return 
for work in his own Conference. C. H. Myers has been supply- 
ing Crawfordsville since the 20th of May. 

Dr. Swickard has been in poor health for the last three 
months that has somewhat interrupted pulpit and pastoral ser- 
II vice, but we are pleased to report that he is gradually regaining 

his usual health and vigor and indeed is now quite himself again. 

Bro. Sinclair, a supernumerary of the Conference, has had 
serious illness, that for a time created something of anxiety and 
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alarm on the part of family and friends, but he also has recover- 
ed his usual health. Aside from the brethren just mentioned 
the health of the preachers and their families on the Burlington 
District has been good. 

From our Conference and District Rolls we note the remov- 
al bv death of two much-loved and honored brethren. C. W. 



Powelson and Nelson Wells. Brother Powelson, as agent of the 
college, was taken from the activities of his work by unexpected 
sudden death. He died January 6th, 1906, away from home and 
family. His death was blessed in the Lord. “He rests from his 
labor and his works follow.’’ 



Brother Wells, one of the oldest members of the Iowa Con- 
ference, and for years sustained a superannuated relation to his 
Conference, closed his earthly life of suffering, to join his wife 
and daughter in the home of the redeemed, they having pre- 
ceded him just two and three weeks before. We shall ever bear 
in loving remembrance these our honored dead. 

The year has been marked by quite encouraging evangelis- 
tic results. Each charge, save one, held extensive revival meet- 
ings. The number of conversions was about twelve hundred. 
The net gain to our membership by accession, however, will not 
be nearly so many. The removal by death and by emigration 
from this oldest part of the state into the newer parts of the 
country has greatly depleted our membership. I hope, how- 
ever, the report of pastors this year for Burlington District alone 
will show a net gain to our membership of at least six hundred. 

Ten charges made an advance in pastoral support this year 
to the aggregate amount of $800.00 and with one or two excep- 
tions their salaries will be paid in full, and in these exceptions 
the deficit will be small. The disciplinary plan for raising sup- 
plies for ministerial support, wherever introduced and faithfully 
worked, yield invariably satisfactory results. We have urged 
upon our boards of stewards the adoption of this plan, and a 
majority are following the directions of the discipline, the re- 
mainder are ready with the proverbial answer “in part.” 

We have but little to report in the way of church enterprise. 
We are well supplied with beautiful churches and chapels. Our 
property is in good repair, well kept and insured. We have 
twenty-four parsonages; but one circuit without a home for the 
pastor, viz. Mt. Pleasant West .Special mention perhaps should 
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be made of the improvement to the amount of $1500.00 of our 
Long Creek Chapel. Much credit is due the pastor, A. M. 
Mahaffie, for the rearranging and beautifying this church, until 
it is now one of the best and handsomest country chapels of the 
Conference. 

The periodicals of our church arc not taken by the families 
of our people in numbers as large as we could wish. We be- 
lieve the family of Advocates and Epworth Herald are not ex- 
celled in periodical journalism. This however, is an age of 
cheap literature in papers, daily, weekly, magazines, monthly 
and of books, at nominal prices. What will be the effect in ad- 
vancing the price of our Advocate and Epworth Herald may not 
be foretold. We shall not fail to do our part and pledge an 
honest and faithful effort on the part of the pastors of Burling- 
ton District not only to maintain, but if possible to largely in- 
crease the circulation of the Central Advocate and Epworth 
Herald. Our Sunday School literature has the praise and ad- 
miration of our Sunday School people throughout the District. 
The Sunday School Journal we believe is not excelled if equal- 
led by any like publication of any church on the Continent. I 
am pleased to note the increasing efficiency of the officers and 
teachers of many of the schools and the class of work done. A 
majority of the schools are missionary schools. 

We have thirty-three or four Epworth Leagues and about twen- 
ty Junior Leagues. These are active in most of the churches and 
yield a helpful religious influence upon the society of the young 
people. The District League was held in June and the program 
extended over the Sabbath and was an occasion of deep spirit- 
ual fervor, and was of special help and inspiration to our League 
and church at Hillsboro, the place where held. 

The Woman’s Foreign and Home Missionary Societies are 
organized in most of the charges and are quite aggressive and 
wherever maintained are active. They have a salutary influence 
to other interests of the local church. A joint district session 
of these two societies was held in New London in May, and was 
largely attended. The program throughout was exceptionally 
instructive and entertaining. 

We are coming more and more to appreciate the organiza- 
tion under the direction and control of the Quarterly Confer- 
ence, the Ladies’ Aid Society. Not only in a financial way in 
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securing funds to apply in neglected needy places, but also in 
cultivating a type of social life that gives enlarged views of the 
Kingdom of God and the high social privileges of those who 
hold communion and fellowship in the household of faith. 

The reports of the pastors will show a handsome increase 
of the benevolences over any previous year. Especially so in 
missions and of the Iowa Wesleyan. Our motto has been “One 
dollar per member for missions, twenty-five cents per member 
for the college, all collections taken and all apportionments in 
full.” We have not reached our ideal in every place but we af« 
surely growing in that direction. The special offerings in mis- 
sions I am not able to state, but not a little has thus been given. 
I will give the aggregate for Mission, $4718, Iowa Wesleyan 
University $1309, Conference Claimants $552, and General Con- 
ference Expenses $195. We had hoped to have met this last 
claim in full at this Conference. But the remaining deficiency 
will be met in the very near future. 

Two sessions of the District Conference have been held, at 
which time the usual Disciplinary Business was attended to. 
The literary and religious parts of ,the programs were of in- 
terest to the brethren, and profitable to churches where held. 
Bishop Oldham spent a day and evening with us at Wayland, 
the place of our summer session. His talks and discussions 
throughout the day and his address at the evening session were 
of high order. His presence and the influence of his coming to 
the village of Wayland will be gratefully remembered for time 
to come. The records of our district proceedings are here for 
Inspection by your Committee. 

In view of my dual relation to the Iowa Wesleyan as Pre- 
siding Elder and treasurer, I might be indulged in an extended 
detailed report of the condition financially and otherwise of our 
college, but Dr. Hancher will bear to y 9 U this intelligence. Per- 
mit me to say that the past year has been one of the very best 
in every way. We had forty-eight of an increase in the student 
enrollment over the previous year A splendid class of young 
men and women, who give promise of scholarship and of useful 
lives. No changes in faculty have occurred, save the teacher 
in art, who resigned to take a like position in Knox College. 
Miss Heath of Evanston has been employed who also takes the 
position of preceptress of Hershey Hall. The outlook for the 
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coming year is very encouraging. There is prospect of a larger 
increase of student enrollment than last year. Already Hershey 
Hall is full to overflow. The Iowa Wesleyan, brethren, is in 
every way worthy of your ardent devotion and most generous 
support. Keep up the canvass for students; let us have at least 
our own Methodist boys and girls. 

We soon shall turn away from the privileges and holy in- 
spiration that come to us in this our annual Conference to take 
up the burdens, toil, and conflict of another year. We go hence 
not unmindful of the foes we are to meet and the hindrances 
that may withstand us. We shall confront in many places an 
open disregard of the Sabbath, the organized forces of intem- 
perance, the flagrant violation of law, these formidable evils, with 
others, demand the most ceaseless vigilance on the part of the 
church, as well the loyal citizen. But however much to be with- 
stood and moreover to be deplored these combined forces of 
evil, perhaps the greatest hindrance to genuine success in the 
work of the Kingdom of God in this age, is the intense and 
selfish commercial spirit which dominates so many of our peo- 
ple, The insatiate thirst, not for the waters of salvation, but 
for wealth and lands is apparent everywhere; and in too many 
cases we fear is producing a blight to vital godliness. 

Stewards of the Lord’s cause, in not a few instances, have a 
low ideal as to privilege and duty, and do not appear to care if 
the pastor is in want, or if the general benevolent enterprises of 
the church suffer damage or serious loss. But however many 
and combined are the forces of evil without, and how great the 
prevailing spirit of worldliness within the pales of our Zion, we 
shall lose neither heart nor hope, but when this conference 
ceases, we the pastors of the Burlington District shall be ready 
for orders from the great Head of the church and from those in- 
trusted with authority to take up the work of another year in 
confident hope of additional results to be attained and victories 
to be won. 

In closing this report I desire to express my gratitude to 
Almighty God for his guiding Providence through another year. 
“The days have not been long nor the way weary.’’ I cherish 
an added regard for the pastor and his family and am not un- 
mindful of the many favors shown me by the laymen of the 
district.

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Dear Fathers and Brethren: 

With gratitude to our Heavenly Father for His continued 
goodness and mercy, I submit to you my third annual report of 
the work on the Keokuk District. 

With heartfelt sorrow we record the invasion of our ranks 
by death. In the parsonage at Selma, February 25th, after an 
illness of three months, the pastor, Rev. Benjamin F. Shane, 
was called from labor to reward. After near 37 years of faithful 
work in the Iowa Conference Father Shane passed quietly fk>m 
the militant to the triumphant church. His funeral was held in 
the church at Selma, attended by many of his brethren in the 
Conference and a very large concourse of his friends, after 
which his body was laid to rest in the cemetery at Mt. Moriah 
church. 

Early in the morning of June 25th, in the parsonage at 
Unionville the pastor’s wife, Carrie K. Barber, after most in- 
tense suffering for years, passed the portal of death into that 
land into which ho sorrows enter. After appropriate services 
in the church at Unionville conducted by members of the Con- 
ference, her remains were taken to Bonaparte, the home of her 
childhood. Brief services were held in the church, after which 
her remains were laid to rest by the side of those of her father 
in the beautiful cemetery overlooking the Des Moines river. 

At the close of the last Annual Conference ten of the charg- 
es received new pastors. One pastor returned for the fourth 
year, five for the third, nine for the second, and five were left 
to be supplied. 

All appointed at Conference were early at the posts of duty, 
and remained faithfully at work until the close of the year, ex- 
cept two. Brother Shane, who was taken to his reward, and E. 
J. Smith, who, on account of the failijig health of his wife, trans- 
ferred to Puget Sound Conference in May. His place was sup- 
plied by C. A. Field from the Missouri Conference. The ques- 
tion of ministerial supply becomes more and more serious from 
year to year. 

All departments of church work have been reasonably pros- 
perous. Material improvements have been made on many of 
the charges. Bethel on Birmingham charge has been greatly 
improved by adding a tower, bell, new seats, windows, paint. 
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and otherwise improving the building at a cost of $1200. 

The church at Cantril has been improved by adding furnace, 
paper and other improvements at a cost of $522. 

The church at Vernon on Bonaparte charge has been re- 
papered and otherwise improved. 

The church at Numa, undergoing repairs at last Conference, 
on Cincinnati charge was very greatly improved by adding pulpit 
recess, seats, paint, paper, etc., at a cost of $580. 

The churches at Elm Grove, Drakeville, and Ash Grove have 
all been greatly improved at a cost of $350. 

At Montrose cement walks have been laid in front of the par- 
sonage and ch urch and the property otherwise improved at a 
cost of $485. 

Keosauqua church has undergone a general over hauling, 
being frescoed, recarpeted, etc., at a cost of $700. 

The church at Moulton has paid the entire debt against the 
church property amounting to $2014. 

The Selma church has been repapered and otherwise im- 
proved. About $700 have been raised on the old debt at Farm- 
ington. Donnellson charge has raised for the debt on the par- 
sonage $500. 

The church at Exline has been enlarged and greatly im- 
proved at a cost of $700. This with the parsonage which was 
built last year, is in keeping with the growing importance of the 
town, which is fast becoming an important coal mining center. 

The splendid new church and parsonage combined, at Cen- 
terville, was completed and dedicated June 17th at a total cost 
of $47,000. Add to this the cost of street paving, sewerage, gut- 
tering and cement sidewalks, and the splendid pipe organ soon 
to be installed, and the cost will go beyond $50,000. Great credit 
is due to the people and pastor, W. P. Stoddard, in bringing to 
a successful consummation so vast an enterprise. We now have 
the best church property in Centerville, and one of the very best 
in the entire state. On dedication day there remained over 
$21,000 to be secured. There were taken about $22,000 in bonds 
bearing six per cent interest, more than covering the entire in- 
debtedness. Joseph W. Powell of Buffalo, New York, had en- 
tire charge, and demonstrated his right to the title of “the great- 
est church dedicator, and the most remarkable layman in Meth- 
odism.” 

The year has been one of great advancement in our church 
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in Keokuk. Immediately after Conference, most eligible lots 
were secured at 10th and Main streets at a cost of $5,450. The 
two old churches have been sold for $10,800. $14000 of sub- 
scriptions have been taken, with nearly one half of the members 
of the church yet to be seen. These, with the Chatham Square 
parsonage valued at $4000 and other assets, give us a total of 
$32,000 worth of church property. 

An architect has been employed, and plans are being per- 
fected for the erection of a church building, which with the 
grounds and furnishings, will cost about $50,000. 

Great credit is due the pastor, J. W. Lambert and his Idyal 
official board for the wise management of this most difficult un- 
dertaking. 

Our church at West Grove has been freed from debt, the 
outstanding indebtedness of $325 having been paid and $90 
raised for building and improving. 

Other improvements made on the church and parsonage 
property bring the total up to $35,845. 

The benevolent causes of our church have been carefully 
looked after, and in many of the charges increase in the collec- 
tions will be shown. But owing to the fact that Centerville and 
Keokuk are in the great undertaking of church building, and 
that Fairfield, one of the largest givers in the district last year, 
was transferred to the Burlington district, and the further fact 
that a very few of the pastors delayed taking the collections 
until late in the year we shall not have as large amounts for 
these causes as we had hoped; yet we are expecting an increase 
in the aggregate. 

The work for the children and youth in the Sunday School 
and the Epworth League is in a fairly prosperous condition, es- 
pecially in the Sunday School. 

The total enrollment will be about equal to the membership 
in the churches within the District, about 7,500. 

The interest in higher Christian education continues, and 
our own Iowa Wesleyan University holds a large place in our 
hearts. We are confidently expecting an increase in both col- 
lections and students for the University. 

We are greatly pleased to learn that our Financial Secretary 
of the Permanent Fund for Conference Claimants is meeting 
with success in creating a fund which in the future will provide 
for the needs of our worthy Conference Claimants. 
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Graham Hospital located at Keokuk and under the control 
of the W. H. M. Society has had a year of great prosperity. 
Over $2000 have been spent in improvements. The low per- 
centage of deaths, the asceptic appointments and home like at- 
mosphere, and being under the Protestant management make it 
a desirable place for the sick and maimed requiring treatment. 

This being the only benevolent institution within the bounds 
of the Conference, it should receive our patronage. 

The year has been blessed in the building up of the church 
in spiritual things. Revivals have been held in most, if not all, 
of the charges, resulting in the quickening of the church and the 
saving of sinners. 

Twenty of the thirty charges reporting to me show 618 pro- 
fessed conversions and 662 additions to the church. While 
these members are not large yet they show that the spirit of re- 
vival is still with the church. 

The charges showing the largest number of conversions are 
Cantril 68; Douds, 20; Drakeville, 35; Floris, 25; Keokuk, 65; 
Milton, 85; Montrose, 42; Mt. Sterling, 100; West Grove, 18; 
First Church, Ft. Madison, 21; Santa Fe Ave., 19; West Point, 
28, and Jerome, 35; while most all report conversions and ac- 
cessions. 

We regret to report that our own books and periodicals are 
not more generally used within the district, yet we are glad to 
report that our own Sunday School literature is almost exclu- 
sively used. Respectfully submitted,

loving kindness. My health has been preserved during the en- 
tire year, not having missed an appointment on account of ill 
health and but one on any other account. Death has not entered 
the homes of any of our pastors, and the general health of our 
pastors with but few exceptions has been excellent. At Confer- 
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ference time last fall the health of Bro. J. R. Hanley was not 
: good but he hoped that with care he might be able to do the 

i work allotted to him on Keota charge. It was but a short time 

J however until he decided that his strength and ability for efficient 

I service was so rapidly declining that it would be necessary for 

ji him to resign his charge, which he did early in the year. Com- 

‘ plete rest with efficient medical aid has proved so successful in 

ij restoring him to his normal health that, I am glad to say, he is 

I again feeling able for service, and he is at the seat of the Con- 

I, ference asking for work for another year. Early in the ye^r 

I Sister J. W. Potter’s health was so impaired that it was neces- 

sary for her to seek the protection of a more favorable climate. 

J She with her two children went to Colorado, where she has 

found great relief, yet not sufficient for her to risk her health 
and life longer in this climate. This has left a desolate home in 
I the parsonage at Muscatine that has been sorely felt by the pas- 

tor, J. W. Potter. The pastors have been very faithful in their 
f work during the year, each one striving for the most excellent 

I results in his allotted work. 

At our Conference a year ago every charge in the district 
5 received a pastor appointed by the Bishop though three of them 

were not members of the Conference. These are H. M. Shirk 
at Blue Grass; W. J. Scott at Koszta and E. A. Brinton at 

ii Nichols. These brethren have been faithful in their several 

^ charges and are here for admission to membership in the Con- 

I ference. As above stated Bro. J. R. Hanley resigned his charge 

at Keota early in the year. There was a very urgent request by' 
! the charge for the appointment of Brother J. F. Robertson in 

I his place. I referred the matter to Bishop Warren who re- 

I moved Bro. Robertson from Washington Circuit to Keota. I 

I succeeded in securing the services of Brother John Hanks for 

Washington circuit for a few months, but owing to the unfavor- 
! able conditions of this climate on his health and other interests 

;i he resigned the charge and Bro. W. R. Stryker was appointed 

. and has completed the year’s work on the charge. 

Special attention has been given to evangelistic work, with 
a most earnest desire for success. On a number of charges the 
i success has been gratifying, though a number of the charges re- 

i,; port no increase in the membership. Some of the pastors may 

be in part responsible for the apparent lack of success. There 
I is probably some lack in persistent, courageous, prayerful, push

in personal work and pastoral visitation. Some pastors find it 
easier to remain in the study preparing sermons and in literary 
pursuits than it is to get out and hustle among the people and 
get them committed to Christian lives. But • all the blame 
should not lay at the feet of the pastors. For some of the 
charges a spirit of worldliness and indifference has seized many 
members of the church and lead them to be totally inoperative 
in evangelistic work, and other interests of a business, social or 
intellectual character, clubs, societies, secret and otherwise have 
been allowed to take the foremost places, and evangelistic work 
has been left for the few discouraged, though faithful members 
and the hardworking but discouraged pastors. What is the 
remedy? Special evangelists? Possibly, sometimes. But it is my 
conviction that far too often the work of the special evangelist 
is merely a performance in which there is enough pious enthusi- 
asm to gloss over the performance to make it temporarily palata- 
ble while it is going on, but when the evangelist is gone the gloss 
of enthusiasm fades and the awful relapse or collapse is left for 
the unfortunate pastor to wrestle with. Again it is my judg- 
ment that if the evangelist is really successful he is by virtue 
of his success the proper one, the divinely appointed one to lead 
the flock thus placed under him to substantial development 
The revival is only the beginning of substantial victory in a 
church. The better solution of the problem than that of a 
special evangelist is thoroughly consecrated, energetic, indus- 
trious, wideawake pastors with congregations willing to follow 
•their leadings. Pastors who are more intensely interested in 
saving men and women than they are in increasing their own 
salaries or securing the larger places in the Conference, and 
congregations that are more intensely interested in saving men 
and women than they are in listening to sparkling generalities 
and glittering rhetorical phrases from the pulpits. We have 
had no special evangelists in Muscatine District during the 
past year. And this is not because the Presiding Elder has op- 
posed them but I believe because the Lord has not sent any 
among us. However, I believe some steadfast, solid work has 
been done. We do not place so much stress on counting num- 
bers as we do building strong upon firm foundations. The snow 
palace may glitter in the sunshine, but the granite wall will 
stand the storms. The 12th chapter of Paul’s letter to the 
Romans is good and appropriate to present condition. Read it. 
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About 360 have united with the church on probation. Ka- 
lona, Muscatine 1st, Washington, Tiffin, Wellman, West Liberty, 
Williamsburg, Muscatine Circuit and Marengo were the larger 
sharers in these revival results. 

We have been striving for the very best results in all the 
appliances of church activity. But our enthusiasm suffers some- 
what as we contemplate some conditions as they are. Or were 
we born too early in the world’s progress to have our enthu- 
siasm fired to a glowing heat under, some current conditions? 
Our quarterly meetings are not failures. Congregations are 
good, large numbers of all ages participate in the communi))n 
services. A good degree of fervor is manifested under the 
preaching of the Word. People are kind, complimentary and 
hospitable. But the love feast in many places has grown aged 
and decrepit, and too often fails to make an appearance. Her 
aged and honored sister, the class meeting, also, clothed with 
memories of respectability and vital energy has grown very in- 
firm in many places and too often fails to make an appearance 
amid the busy throngs of current activities. Too much alive to 
be buried and too much dead to be counted among the aggres- 
sive forces of the current church. But while these retire I fear 
that too much of the living flame of religious enthusiasm retires 
with them. We have enthusiasm, that must be counted as 
religious enthusiasm, ’tis not irreligious, but manifested in 
other ways, in some of the younger sisters of church appliances. 
The Epworth League is doing a great work, and is an energetic 
force on Muscatine District. Nearly all the charges have active 
chapters, and some have three or four. I believe that a large 
amount of good is being done in the broad views of church life 
and work and bible history and teachings that are found in the 
uniform program used in their services. And the younger 
members of the church are pretty generally interested in these 
services. Indeed, there seems to be a> larger degree of activity 
among the younger members than there is among the older 
members. , This also has its aspects of hopefulness. There 
must be life among the younger people if the church accom- 
plishes its mission for the coming generations. Our Sabbath 
schools also are almost everywhere busy hives of activity, and 
are accomplishing unmeasured results among the children as 
well as the adults. Some of the charges are maintaining vigor- 
ous, useful and hopeful prayer meetings. I am sorry to say that 
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this condition is not as universal as it ought to be. . * 

The ladies of the various charges are, many of them, active 
and energetic. We have a goodly number of Ladies’ Aid So- 
cieties that are busying themselves in various financial and 
social enterprises in the interests of the church, occasionally 
lending a helping hand to the pastor when needed. The Wo- 
man’s Foreign Missionary Society is fairly well organized over 
the District, though there is room for more work in that line. 
They are doing a splendid work, not only in gathering up money 
but in developing interest in the great missionary enterprises 
and spreading knowledge of its work. The same may be truly 
said of the Woman’s Home Missionary Society. The Woman’s 
Foreign Missionary Society held a profitable and interesting 
convention in Muscatine, and the Woman’s Home Missionary 
Society held a convention of considerable interest and profit in 
Wilton. The District Epworth League had a splendid conven- 
tion at West Liberty, well attended and full of enthusiasm. We 
had two excellent sessions of the District Conference, first at 
Riverside last fall and the second at Letts this summer. 

We are only taking about 320 of the official church papers. 
This ought not so to be. We ought to take many times this num- 
ber. How can we improve? Our people need the information 
of church work that can be found no where else. They also need 
the spiritual and intellectual uplift that is not surpassed by any 
other like publications. We are taking something over 700 Ep- 
worth Heralds. Our Sunday Schools are almost universally 
supplied with publications authorized by our church; 1386 S. 
S. Advocates, 562 Classmates, 374 Journals. 

We are exerting all the wisdom and skill we know how to 
introduce systematic financiering in our church finances. Every 
year adds a few more charges to the systematic list. We have 
have not suffered any reduction in pastors’ salaries during the 
past year. A number of the charges have made a healthy ad- 
vance, and we hope and expect to hear from all or very nearly 
all the charges that they have paid their claims in full. Sys- 
tematic giving is also receiving a goodly amount of attention, 
and we are confidently expecting that the full reports of the pas- 
tors will show a goodly increase in all benevolences, missionary 
contributions. About $700.00 increase. 

We have paid on debts $2915.00. Improvements, $5088.00. 

It is a source of pleasure to know that the prospects of the 
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Iowa Wesleyan University are still brightening. Muscatine 
District, pastors and Presiding Elder are glad to co-operate with 
the institution in every forward movement in its interests. 

We are also interested in the progress of our permanent 
fund movement, and heartily commend the work and Christian 
manhood of its agent, Bro. R. L. Patterson, as he has been with 
us during the year. 

Keota has paid off a debt of $318.00, North English $195.00, 
North Prairie on Sweetland charge $650.00, Williamsburg, 
$122.00, Muscatine, $1900.00. Amish has made improvemei^ts 
amounting to $150.00, Keota $61.00, Letts $45.00, Lexington, 
$283.00, Lone Tree $190.00, Nichols $57.00, Oxford $250 00, Web- 
ster $145.00, Wellman $110.00, West Chester $250.00. Tiffin, 
under the pastoral supervision of Bro. H. I. Rutledge has large- 
ly improved their parsonage at an expense of $775.00. A mem- 
ber of the church in West Liberty presented the church with a 
fine pipe organ; other improvements have been made, altogether 
costing $2100.00 Brother J. A. Boatman is pastor. Williams- 
burg has beautifully decorated their church and made substan- 
tial cement walks costing $400. Various other smaller amounts 
have been expended.

Ottumwa District. 

Dear Brethren: 

In presenting this my first report as Presiding Elder of the 
Ottumwa District, I desire first of all to express my gratitude to 
Almighty God for his unspeakable goodness to me during the 
year; for the gift of health and grace, which has enabled me to 
conduct in person all the Quarterly Conferences, preach more 
than 200 times and administer the Sacrament of the Lord’s Sup- 
per on at least 108 occasions. 

I am also profoundly grateful for the splendid body of 
preachers who man the charges of my district, and who have re- 
ceived me with such apparent appreciation, and so co-operated 
with me in all my plans as to make possible the encouraging re- 
ports of the year. 

I wish also to express my appreciation of the preparatory 
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work of my predecessor, the Rev. J. W. Lambert. As the re- 
sult of his splendid administration, I found the work well or- 
ganized and thoroughly systematized, an exceedingly vital con- 
dition. 

At the adjournment of the last session of this Conference, 
the Ottumwa District was composed of 29 charges and 83 preach- 
ing places. Of the 30 pastors appointed to these charges 22 
were new to their fields and as the result of transfers and resig- 
nations, seven other changes occurred in the first six months of 
the year; so the field has practically been manned with new men, 
from the Presiding Elder up. 

Supplies .— place of Junior Preacher on the Martinsburg 
charge was left to be supplied and much difficulty was exper- 
ienced in filling the place. After trying some three or four 
different men without success, we divided the charge, setting 
apart Highland and Parson as an independent work. Bro. T. J. 
Pettit, of Avery, was then secured to supply the charge and has 
rendered excellent service. 

In the first of last October, Brother G. M. Tuttle, for con- 
sistent reasons, resigned his charge at Brighton and moved to 
Mt. Pleasant, where he has been resting during the year. We 
were fortunate in securing Rev. J. E. Weigle, of the West Va. 
Conference, for Brighton. Bro. Weigle has rendered most 
efficient service. 

Last March Rev. T. B. Couchman, owing to severe lame- 
ness, concluded to resign his work at Lovilia and return to the 
Congregational church, from which denomination he had come 
to us two years previous, and with our consent he accepted an 
appointment at Popejoy, Iowa. Brother Couchman is a most 
excellent man and we much regret his going from us; yet we 
bid him God-speed in his return. We were able to secure for 
Lovilia, Rev. A. C. Spencer, who comes to us by transfer from 
the Mo. Conference. Brother Spencer has done good work and 
the people have been well pleased with him. 

By the transfer of Brothers W. R. Rolingson, to the Okla- 
homa Conference, and G. F. Cannom, to the Des Moines Con- 
ference, in the latter part of September, Durham and Richland 
were left to be supplied. Brother C. E. Fitzsimmons, who 
located at the last session of this Conference, consented to sup- 
ply at Durham and we changed Bro. J. F. Barnett from Fre- 
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mont to fill Richland and appointed Rev. C. E. Coggshall, a 
transfer from the Des Moines Conference, to Fremont. These 
changes have proven happy, and we welcome Bro. Coggshall 
back to his former conference. 

Progress . — We are able to report some spiritual and material 
progress. Reports from the charges reveal that some nine 
hundred persons have professed conversion during the year, of 
\vhich at least seven hundred have united with our church. 

The actual increase in church membership may not appear 
in the statistical report for this reason: We have insisted on^ a 

complete revision of the Church Records. Many new record 
books have been purchased and much cleaning up has been done. 

Among the charges reporting the largest number of conver- 
sions are to be mentioned Sigourney, Packwood, Hedrick, Albia, 
Knoxville, Kirkville, Ollie, Chillicothe, Batavia and Eddyville, 
while all our pastors have realized more or less results in re- 
vival work. 

In property improvement we mention as follows: The 
splendid new church at Hedrick was dedicated September 17th, 
by Dr. B. I. Ives, of New York. The amount necessary to cov- 
er all debt and possible contingencies was secured in cash and 
good subscriptions. This represents a valuation of $12000.00 

A very neat and modern church has been completed at Par- 
son and was dedicated by Dr. J. W. Somerville, of Oskaloosa, 
free from debt. This property is valued at $4000. The church at 
Parson, together with the rebuilding of the church at Martins- 
burg, at a cost of more than $2000, adds other victories to the 
ever zealous pastor. Rev. C. L. Starr. 

At Salem, on the Kirkville charge. Rev. R. A. Bruce has 
under way a pretty church which will be dedicated the last of 
this month. The cost will be $3000, and nearly all has been se- 
cured. The church and parsonage at Kirkville have also under- 
gone considerable improvements in paper and paint, a new 
lighting plant for the church, also a new bell and cement walks. 
A nice lot adjoining the parsonage property has also been pur- 
chased. These improvements represent several hundred dol- 
lars outlay. Under its able pastor, Kirkville has enjoyed one of 
the most prosperous years. 

The church and parsonage property at Willard Street, Ot- 
tumwa, is undergoing improvements which will cost $3000. Both 
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buildings have been enlarged and beautified. Rev. E. J. Shook, 
under God, is building up a great Methodism at Willard. 

First Church, Ottumwa, under its able pastor, the Rev. H. 
W. Hargett, has enjoyed a year of vigorous spiritual growth 
and activity. The congregations attending upon the regular 
preaching services have been increased and the Sunday School 
and Epworth League have made splendid advances. 

At Albia, a troublesome debt of nearly $2000 was lifted July 
9th. It was a great day. Dr. Ives had the services in charge 
^ and, as usual, lead that splendid people into a glorious victory. 

I’j The pastor, W. S. Gardner, deserves much credit for his skillful 

J manipulations.

District Co7ifere?ices . — Two sessions of the District Confer- 
ence were held during the year, one at Hedrick in November, 

^ I and one at Fremont in July. Both of these were largely at- 

I i tended and enthusiastically enjoyed. 

I Su7iday Schools.— We are able to report a good increase in 

i Sunday School enrollment, and a marked spiritual, growth re- 

sulting in numerous conversions among children. 

|. Epworth League— K most enthusiastic, deeply spiritual and 

s thoroughly practical Epworth League convention was held at 

r Richland, June 22-4. The program represented some of the 

best talent in the State. Professor Minear, of our own I. W. 

' University was present and associated himself with us in all the 

services, much to our appreciation and inspiration. In the love- 
feast, Sunday afternoon, sixty men testified to the saving grace 
of God. 

The Epworth League is a possibility in the process of its 
conversion, and yet it is the most helpful institution socially and 
spiritually within the District. 
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Ladies Aid Society— or more of these valued Societies 
are organized in every charge in the District. They have solved 
for us many a financial problem this year. Within the last 
twelve months they have raised and paid into the treasury of 
our churches more than $3100. 

Ministerial Support — At the beginning of the year quite an 
advance was made in the amounts fixed for ministerial support, 
and where the disciplinary plan was adopted and worked out 
there will be no deficiencies. I have endeavored to lay upon th^ 
hearts of the laymen the need of a better support for our preach- 
ers, and at the same time cause our preachers to see the impor- 
tance of giving the church adequate service. It is our mind that 
to repudiate either in pastoral support or pastoral labor, are 
alike inexcusable. A deficiency in either is only excusable in 
case of actual inability or disability. 

At the beginning of the second quarter I published several 
thousand copies of a personal letter, in a four-page pamphlet 
form, covering the problem of pastoral support, and placed one 
in every Methodist home, or at least endeavored so to do, within 
the bounds of my District. At the time it created much discus- 
sion and produced some good results. I am encouraged to be- 
lieve that its results will be of a permanent character. 

Benevolences — We report an increase in missions of 400, edu- 
cation 115 per cent. I am sure, without an exception, our 
preachers have done their best to both educate our people rela- 
tive to the benevolent causes and realize the last possible dol- 
lar. The reports will show how well they have succeeded. The 
large increase in the collection for the Iowa Wesleyan will be 
specially noticed and appreciated. 

Iowa Wesley a7i University — The splendid character and great 
need of our I. W. U. was never more fully appreciated by the 
Ottumwa District than now. Owing to the death of Brother C.W. 
Powelson and the protracted illness of the President, Dr. J. W. 
Rancher, but little has been done until recently by College rep- 
resentatives within the bounds of this District in behalf of the 
Emergency fund. We are doing the best we can under the cir- 
cumstances and fully believe that when a thorough canvas has 
been made this District will come close to its apportionment. 

Our Pfoblems — The “ Country Church Problem ” is causing 
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me much anxiety. How to care for these churches made weak 
by the loss of their children, gone out to plant churches in the 
utmost parts of the earth, is a question unanswered. We are 
doing the best we can for these churches, isolated by a foreign 
population, and trust that time may solve the problem. 

The numerous mining camps, with a population of 14,000 
miners, representing different nationalities, colors and religious 
faith, presents a proposition of much consideration. They are 
almost wholly without Protestant Christian teaching. God has 
sent these people into our very midst; what shall we do for 
them.^ We have preachers to put into these camps, but we 
have not the financial means for their support. With $500 I 
can make possible the support of two good men in the very 
heart of this mining population. I cannot rest nor get from 
under the conviction that we must do something for this peo- 
ple. 

In Conclusion — Another Conference year has passed into 
history. We have not accomplished all we hoped for in the 
beginning, nor have we seen the full measure of results our 
hearts have craved, but we believe we have done our best. 

With greater faith in God and humanity, and all confidence 
in the universal conquest of the Kingdom of Jesus Christ, we 
“ press toward the mark.”

Oskaloosa District. 

Dear Fathers and Brethren:— In grateful recognition 
of our Heavenly Father’s love and care throughout the year, 
and with a heart of love to all my brethren, both of the ministry 
and laity, I bring to you my fourth report of Oskaloosa District. 
It has been a busy year spent in the salvation of souls, the en- 
riching of Christian experience, the development of character 
and the advancing of the temporal interests of the church. 

When Bishop Warren pronounced the benediction at the 
close of the last Conference session, every charge had a man 
assigned as pastor, either from our regular ranks or from with- 
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out. But alas, alas 

“The best laid plans o’ mice and men 
Gang aft aglee,’’ 

and ere I was scarcely aware I was out in the maelstrom of this 
sub-episcopate in search of men. Beacon circuit was to be sup- 
plied by a brother from a sister denomination, but it seems as 
though his heart failed him and he did not report for duty. 
After three months of a most exasperating search from the New 
England coast to the Golden Gate I succeeded in securing S. A. 
Wanless of the West Virginia Conference, who proved himsel| 
to be a great preacher, but a poor man for the work on account 
of impaired health Within three months he was forced to re- 
sign and since then the charge has been supplied by Alfred H. 
Barker. Jr., an exhorter from Brooklyn. 

At Taintor Lincoln Hughes was regularly assigned, but 
failed to go to his work. After a few weeks, John Potter, a 
superannuated member of the Conference consented to supply 
the work and has given us faithful service. Indeed I have been 
astonished at the amount of work he has done for one of his 
years and for his labor and sacrifice I feel under personal obliga- 
tion to him and his good wife, 

J. W. Hackley was assigned to Newton, but a little prior to 
the holiday season he asked for my consent to effect an exchange 
with Olin S. Baker of the Rock River Conference, which ex- 
change was made effective by the Bishops in charge of these 
two Conferences and Bro. Baker took charge of Newton on the 
Sunday preceding Christmas. Bro. Baker has proven himself 
to be a brother beloved, a good preacher and an assiduous pas- 
tor. After nine months of association I welcome him most heart- 
ily to our ranks. Otherwise the appointments within the Dist- 
rict remain as Bishop Warren left them. 

Sickness, Death.— In several of our parsonage homes there 
has been sickness during the year and in some of them it has 
been of a most grave character. Into one of these homes, our 
Lynnville parsonage, the angel of death came and took our be- 
loved sister, Ella C. Millice. The day had been spent as usual 
with its home cares and duties, husband and daughter were at 
another appointment holding a protracted meeting, in the even- 
ing a call was made upon some near by friends and with her 
son she returned home about 10:00 o’clock, prepared to retire 
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for the nights rest when suddenly she “was not for God took 
her.” We all know that sister Millice is with God. We miss 
her smile, her genial good cheer and testimony of the wonderful 
saving power of Christ, but our loss is her gain and we, bowing 
our heads say, “the will of the Lord be done.” 

Into another home came the angel of death, this time not 
exactly a parsonage home, and still a parsonage home, for in it 
lived and died our ideal parson in the best sense, Father Joshua 
B. Hardy. Without any warnings save those which come through 
long years of service, the discharge came to this soldier of the 
cross on the 15th of April, Easter Sunday, as he oft expressed 
the desire that it might come and he awoke in the likeness of 
his Lord and took up his abode in that city whose builder and 
maker is God.” 

“Soldier of God, well done! 

Thy glorious warfares past.” 

Evangelism.— The year has been filled with much evangelis- 
tic effort and I am pleased to bring you tidings of great joy over 
redeemed souls. I believe that every pastor has reported to 
me personally some conversions this year. In every instance 
the work has been done without the aid of outside help except 
two. With all due respect for that class of men who claim to be 
called to the work of an evangelist, I can but rejoice that the 
pastors of Oskaloosa District have proven themselves to be 
worthy evangelists and have not in any large measure felt the 
need of this outside help and influence. The effect upon the 
church will be most helpful, I think indeed, has already been 
upon the laymen of this District. Our churches ought to stand 
together with and by these “365 day men”, as some one has re- 
cently styled the regular men of the ministry and in the end as 
large and in my judgment more wholesome results will be 
achieved. I have no apology for what I am saying. It is not 
said as an impulse but a deep settled conviction after much 
study of the situation that in both cases where evangelists were 
used within this District the individual pastors could have had 
as large results and more abiding than what was achieved. Let 
us get back to the days where every Methodist preacher is an 
evangelist in the best sense of that term and where every con- 
gregation lives upon the tip-toe of expectation that “today ye 
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shall see the glory of the Lord.” Away with that so-called 
evangelism, whose ability to attract crowds depends upon scur- 
rilous attacks upon the ministry and scathing denunciation of 
the Church. After four years of closest association with the 
ministers of this District I posit it as my deliberate judgment 
that these men live well and preach well, and did many of their 
hearers live up to the high standard set forth by these men 
Christian experience would be brighter and sin would not be so 
rampant. ^ 

I regret that I cannot give in detail the number of converted 
within the District this year. The failure of the pastors’ reports 
to reach me in time is the cause of this. We started out with 
the slogan of 1000 souls for Christ this year and I am confident 
that the number far exceeds that. With our present impetus 
next year ought to witness a great turning to the Lord. 

In our Tent campaign this summer some glorious things 
have been achieved. From all the meetings held with the Tent 
conversions have been reported, except at Malcom. Meetings 
were held at Madison on the Sonora Ct. Malcom, No. 7— a school 
house southeast of Grinnell 6 miles. Rose Hill, Lynnville and at 
Reasoner. The meeting at No. 7 was perhaps the most remark- 
able so far as results were concerned, where in two weeks were 
had 40 conversions and at the close of the meeting a class or- 
ganized with 53 charter members. This ought to make for us a 
strong addition to the Ewart Ct. There are many communities 
within the District like that that need this special kind of evan- 
gelism from which some of our weakening circuits may find re- 
cruits and added strength. 

Another meeting of which I ought to speak in this report 
was held in a school house three miles south of Oskaloosa. At 
the beginning of the year a delegation of laymen came to me 
and wanted that I should send a minister into that region but I 
had no one to send. After a few days they went to sister S. F. 
Keel a devoted member of Central Church to come to them and 
hold a series of meetings. After a few days she consented to 
so do. The result was simply marvelous. At the close of four 
weeks of service she reported to me that there had been 84 con- 
versions. I then asked Bro. Somerville to organize them into 
a Methodist class, which he did with 63 charter members. 

Membership.— Yvom the foregoing words as to the evange- 
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listic movement it is to be naturally expected that many addi- 
tions have been made to the church membership. Such I con- 
fidently expect. Yet not every charge will show an increase of 
membership — not always due to a lack of revival effort. One 
pastor reports to me 37 conversions and 32 of these coming into 
his church, still he will report a decrease of 20 in church mem- 
bership. He has given 50 church letters this year. Our wealthy 
farmers are retiring to the cities, towns and villages, often to 
the great detriment of our church interests. In not a few in- 
stances it would seem that a little more care in selecting renters 
of these farms might add much to the strength of the local 
church that has been of such inestimable value in the rearing of 
the family. I wish that our laymen might be made to think of 
these things and possibly make a little more sacrifice along this 
line. 

Class Meetings,— is a delight to report an actual increase 
in the number of class meetings held during the year. With 
revivals within every charge there has been a growing desire 
for the class meeting. No sooner do people get an experience 
than they desire to get together and talk of it. I look upon this 
increased attendance at class with great comfort and as having 
much for congratulation for the future. 

Epworth League. — The number of Epworth Leagues remain 
practically the same as last year. In some there has been a 
marked advance, while in others there seems to be but little life 
and they are content to live on at the same “poor dying rate.” 

Smiday Schools.—! know of no new Sunday schools organ- 
ized during the year, but without doubt the attendance is in- 
creased upon the whole. Every school is supplied exclusively 
with our own literature and all except five report that they are 
organized into missionary societies. In many, however, the 
organization does not amount to much more than one monthly 
offering. A very few failed to observe Children’s Day but with 
these omitted the Children Day offering ought to show a splen- 
did increase if the reports in the Fourth Quarterly Conference is 
an index. 

Temperance. —The cause of gospel temperance has received 
a good deal of attention throughout the District. Still there is 
room and opportunity and need for still larger things along this 
line. The curse of rum grows upon me as I make my rounds 
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quarterly. The debauching of life, the destruction of character 
and the sorrow entailed cries mightily to heaven for an avenger. 
With this curse of hell in our midst, entering our church homes, 
stealing our sons and daughters, robbing them of manhood and 
womanhood there is no place for a Christian minister to stop 
when he once starts into this awful warfare. If our laity could 
only be aroused to greater need at this time for a united action 
against this awful sin my judgment is it would tremendously 
help to usher in another Pentecost. ^ 

Benevolences. — From reports given in the Fourth Quarterly 
Conferences I am expecting an increase in the total benev- 
olences of the District. How large this increase will be I am 
unable to say. My judgment is that most of the pastors have 
presented all the benevolences to their congregations this year 
in a creditable manner Especially has Missions, Church Ex- 
tension and the Freedman’s Aid and Southern Education Soci- 
ety been presented. My only criticism is that they were rath- 
er too much delayed in doing this. I think that not only the 
benevolences, but all lines of church work suffers because of the 
habit into which most of us have fallen, of putting off the col- 
lecting of these monies until the end of the year. 

Education.— ThQ question made obligatory at the Fourth 
Quarterly Conference “When and by whom was the sermon on 
education preached’’ brought forth some genuine surprises. 
Out of twenty-six pastors eleven report “It has not been preach- 
ed.’’ In looking over my report I find that these eleven men 
represent thirty congregations from whom the great facts con- 
cerning this department of our Church work have been withheld 
this past year. This ought not to be. Our youth demand more 
consideration than this and no pastor, who desires to live in 
the memory and life of the young men and women of his con- 
gregation, can afford such an open disregard of our church’s 
command. How much this has affected our collection for Iowa 
Wesleyan and how much it will affect our already too small at- 
tendance, I have no way of knowing. But that it does not tend 
to increase either the collection nor fill our University halls with 
young men and women is most apparent. 

Building and Improvement.— With the dedication of our 
church at Montezuma in January the largest building enterprise 
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was consummated. In it we have a most beautiful structure and 
complete in all of its appointments. It stands as a monument 
to the faith, prayers and sacrifices of the pastor and member- 
ship of that quiet little city. The cost in round numbers is 
$20,000, most of which is already paid and the balance well se- 
cured. This church in which we meet today, Grinnell, has un- 
dergone extensive repairs at a cost of almost $5000, practically 
all of which has been provided for. At Brooklyn $1,100 have 
been expended in placing a new furnace, relaving the floors, 
frescoing, etc. All of which has been paid. Delta has beau- 
tified their church and parsonage and added greatly to the com- 
fort of the parsonage at a cost of $700.00, all of which has been 
paid. Reasoner Circuit has paid out over $500.00 for improve- 
ments. These are perhaps the largest sums but the aggregate 
will be close to $30,000 during the year. 

Debts Paid . — A few churches have paid off their indebted- 
ness that in some instances have been hard to handle. Oska- 
loosa pays her debt of $2500, Cedar a debt of $287. This leaves 
an indebtedness only at Rose Hill, Spring Valley Church of 
$140. 

Ministerial Support .— has given me more concern 
this year than the support of the men and their families who 
have been bringing things to pass in Oskaloosa District. I re- 
gret that we cannot show an increase in the amount of support 
pledged but am hopeful that when the final reports are all in, to 
be able to show an increase in the receipts. The last Year Book 
shows a deficit of $609.00 on ministerial support, exclusive of 
Presiding Elder and Bishops and this because of the tardy meth- 
ods of Official Boards. For between the time of the filing of 
the report and the opening of the work this year this amount 
was reduced to $315.00, a sum entirely too large and entirely 
uncalled for. The salaries pledged this year aggregate $20,850, 
or an average of $801.91. That there is a dollar of this unpaid 
is a sad commentary upon the poor methods, or perhaps no 
methods at all of some Quarterly Conferences and the failure in 
part of some men to measure up to the requirements of minis- 
terial efficiency. With our increasing wealth and the revival 
spirit abroad our pastors ought to be better paid and more 
promptly. To solve this problem and help each church to meet 
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every demand made upon them has been one of my constant 
aims this year. It is natural that I should find causes that led up 
to this condition of affairs. It would not be true to say that it is 
entirely one-sided and all the fault of the laymen. But here is 
where the greatest responsibility rests. As I have already indi- 
cated our financial methods are poor. If every church could be 
led to adopt the “Disciplinary Plan” and push that I am confi- 
dent that there need be no deficiency in Oskaloosa District. But 
some Quarterly Conferences fail to do so and this because of ^a 
lack of wide-awake business men as church leaders. Then, too, 
there has grown up in Methodism the idea that if the pastor 
goes to Conference without his money, either his reappointment 
or the appointment of a new man means the cancellation of prior 
obligations, and I regret to say, although facts warrant it, that 
some pastors seem to think that they dare not insist upon the 
payment of their predecessor’s support to the last dollar and as 
a result they suffer in their turn. Oh! for the day to speedily 
come when every congregation will be baptized with a judicious, 
straight-forward, honest, business-like spirit of conducting their 
individual affairs. 

• District Conferences — Two District Conferences were held 
this year. The first at Oskaloosa in November and the second 
at Delta in June. Both were profitable seasons to the district 
representatives, and at Delta especially of great value to the 
local church. 

Conventioyis.— The Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society 
and Woman’s Home Missionary Society have each held profita- 
ble conventions this year. The former at Newton and the latter 
at Montezuma. The Epworth Leagues held a good convention 
at Brooklyn in June, which in point of number in attendance and 
spirit excelled any held within the district for some years. 

Personal .— to my own work, I have endeavored to be 
faithful. With perhaps nine exceptions I have been in every 
Quarterly Conference for the year. During the winter season 
I endeavored to assist the pastors in their revival work where- 
ever I could be of service. Day and night I have been open to 
the demands of the District and for only two weeks have I been 
away from duty. 

What has been accomplished by these labors abundant, I 
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can scarcely say. At times I have been much discouraged and 
I can only hope that after the smoke of battle has cleared away 
we may see things better than they now appear. Of one thing 
I am confident and in this do I rest, I have at all times and in 
all places endeavored to do my best. The results we leave with 
him “whose we are and whom we serve.”

We were glad to welcome to our Conference Robert 
Forbes, D. D., and feel much benefited by his earnest and instructive ad- 
dress. This cause should receive its equitable share in the benevolent con- 
tributions, which is one-fourth as much as that for missions. 
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Reports of Disciplinary Committees. 

The demands of the Board are as imperative as ever. Special atten- 
tion is directed to the needs of California at the present time. To the 
pastors we recommend that at least one service each year be devoted to 
this interest, that they inform the people that any person contributing 
one dollar will receive “Christianity in Earnest” for one year, gratis, 
that each pastor apply for, and receive, without charge, song service, maps 
and other helps, that will aid in so informing the people that they may 
intelligently contribute of their means. 



ON EDUCATION. 

Your committee respectfully submits the following report: 

We note with pleasure the report of the work of the Board of Educa- 
tion of the past year. Nearly two thousand young men and women have 
been assisted to attend the institutions of the church, and more than 
$108,000 has been distributed among our institutions for the purpose. 

We are highly gratified to note that there was an advance in the re- 
ceipts of the Society of more than 12% upon the total receipts of the pre- 
ceding year. The contribution of our own Conference to the Children’s 
Day Fund for the year ending November 30, 1905, amounted to $699.98, 
while the Society appropriated to students within our Conference terri- 
tory during the same year $1127.00. We would therefore earnestly recom- 
mend the observance of the disciplinary requirement touching the Chil- 
dren’s Day Collection for the Board of Education in every charge within 
the bounds of our Conference, and that the official program prepared by the 
Board be used. 

We rejoice in the growing usefulness of the “Christian Student” and 
heartily commend it to all our people. We would also call the attention 
of our pastors to a series of leaflets recently published by the Board and 
known as “The American Student Series.” 

We earnestly commend to our younger brethren entering the work of 
the ministry our theological seminaries, viz.. Drew, Boston School of The- 
ology, and Garrett Biblical Institute, as furnishing unexcelled opportuni- 
ties for broad and thorough preparation for the work of the riiinistry. We 
note with special pleasure that the year was marked by the semi-centennial 
of Garrett, and that the event was commemorated by appropriate exercises, 
'i'he record of this school in these fifty years, in the graduates sent out to 
bless the world with sacrificial service, in her growing finances and equip- 
ment, and in her increased student-body, is an occasion for gratitude 
throughout the whole church. 

We commend the Woman’s College of Baltimore, and the Woman’s 
College of Jacksonville, Illinois, to our patrons within our territory who 
desire for their daughters the privileges of such institutions. 

We hereby express our hearty appreciation of President John W. 
Hancher and his co-laborers in the faculty, office and field, for their able 
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services in the interests of our college, for the past year. We rejoice that 
the Emergency Fund is soon to be completed. We do hereby reaffirm the 
recommendation made last year, that twenty-five cents per member be the 
apportionment to be raised for the Iowa Wesleyan University, and com- 
mend the beneficiary provisions offered by the Board of Trustees to needy 
and worthy youth. 

We recommend that the annual report of President Hancher to this 
Conference be adopted, after that said report has been considered seriatum, 
with special attention given to the paragraphs on expense, emergency 
fund, and endowment. We further recommend that the reportt be printed 
in the Journal and that the paragraph on expense account be set in blsyck 
faced type. Pursuant to the provisions of the revised charter of Iowa 
A\'esleyan University, we offer the following nominations for election as 
Trustees and Visitors to that institution: for the office of trustee, term to 
expire as follows: — 1907, Rev. T. J. Myejs, D. D., C. P. Axtell, N. M. Harris; 
term to expire in 1908: — Rev. A. V. Kendrick, Rev. J. W. Lambert, John 
Morrell; term to expire in 1909, Rev. T. S. Pool, Rev. H. N. Smith, A. M., 
Ph. D., U. M. Hibbits, 0. D.; term to expire in 1910, Rev. I. B. Schrecken- 
gast, A. M., S. T. B., Hon. W. S. Withrow, M. S., Chris Haw; As Visitors, 
for one year, Mrs. L. G. Murphy, A. M.; for two years. Rev. J. H. Koch, 

A. M.; for three years. Rev. D. R. Martin. 

We also present the following nominations for appointment as Visit- 
ors to other institutions of the Church: to Garrett Biblical Institute, — for 
2 years.

SIXTH ANNUAL REPORT OF JOHN W. HANCHER, 

President of Iowa Wesleyan University, to the Sixty-Third Annual Session 
of the Iowa Conference, Grinnell, Iowa, September 5, 1906. 

The college year was busy, earnest, aggressive, fruitful, gratifying. 
There was an increase of college spirit. Faculty, students and patrons 
w’ere measureably satisfied with the things achieved, and both hopeful 
and confident for the achievement of greater things in the year to come 
and the years. The 

ENROLLMENT 

was 535. Fully 130 of these names were counted twice, leaving the net 
total enrollment about 400. This goodly number of students was gathered 
largely from the territory of the Iowa Conference. The influences that di- 
rected them to Iowa Wesleyan were exercised in no small degree by the 
members of this Conference and the alumni of the institution. Young 
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people go to large colleges and universities because they choose to go, 
and because such institutions are continuously before them in the public 
prints. The student-bodies of our small colleges are gathered by persua- 
sion, argument, inspiration and personal influence. The trustees and 
faculty of Iowa Wesleyan record their grateful appreciation of every in- 
fluence that has made for the increase of the student-body, and point with 
pride to the splendid product of the dear old college in its alumni and 
former students, who have blessed the world with their enriched and multi- 
plied values. During the past year the Christian religion has been em- 
phasized and consistently practiced by the men and women who have 
occupied the chairs of instruction in Iowa Wesleyan, and many students 
have been enriched in their Christian experiences, while others have accept- 
ed the Master whom we love to serve, as the Prince of their hearts and 
lives. A gratifying experience of the college year was the almost universal 
and uniform pleasure and satisfaction expressed by students with the ability 
of their instructors and the value of the college year to them. Much good 
work was done. I regret that it was not better; but such a degree of ex- 
cellence marked the work of the faculty that the student-body was almost 
absolutely without croakers or critics. The 

FACULTY 

of Iowa Wesleyan stirs my pride and challenges my admiration. In nine- 
teen years’ experience in school work I have not been associated with any 
other body of teachers so well equipped and qualified for the work com- 
nntted to them. It is large enough in numbers and wide enough in range 
of subjects to meet the just demands of our patronage and of the educa- 
tional world. While it is not highly paid, the trustees have made sufficient 
advance in the average of salaries to enable the professors to live with a 
reasonable degree of comfort, and they seem content to sacrifice and carry 
forward their work. The enthusiasm of the student-body seems equaled 
only by the joy the professors have in doing their best possible work and 
observing the splendid results achieved. Mrs. Jessie Popham Lenocker, 
who was Preceptress at Elizabeth Hershey Hall last year, resigned to 
enter one of our hospitals for training as a nurse. Miss Ella Heath, pro- 
duct of a Methodist parsonage in Illinois, a woman of culture, refine- 
ment, experience and enthusiastic ambition, has been elected Preceptress 
to succeed Mrs. Lenocker, and will enter upon her work this week. Miss 
Heath is an artist of no mean ability. She has taught extensively in the 
lealm of Fine Art, and has produced some canvases that have attracted 
wide attention. In addition to her duties as Preceptress she will have 
charge of the department of Fine Art for the coming year. Mr. Fred J. 
Seaver, Instructor in Biology, one of the most studious and competent men 
with whom I have been associated in educational work, earned a fellowship 
in Columbia University, and has been given a leave of absence for the 
current year. His place is to be supplied by Mr. H. W. Edmondson, an alum- 
nus of the State IJniversity of Iowa, who has specialized as a giaduate in 
Biology two years. Mr. Edmondson was chosen upon the recommendation 
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of Mr. Seaver, who had known him as a student and was acquainted with 
his attainments and abilities. , 

Your college faculty and your student-body have come together upon 
terms of mutual understanding and fellowship as I have not seen them do 
hitherto. You have by far the best school of any time in my administra- 
tion. It is being maintained at far less 

EXPENSE 

for the amount and quality of the work done than any other small college 
with which I am familiar. I think the expense need not be materially in- 
creased for a number of years to come. I know it cannot be materially 
decreased without irreparable injury and loss to your institution. "Bo- 
day we dare look the world in the face, pointing with pride to our faculty 
and student-body and saying, “This is a College.” I have studied the 
finance situation with patience, toil and care. 1 have returned to it again 
and again as I have heard the clamorous cry. Retrench, Retrench. Further 
retrenchment means reduction in earnings; and there is no point at which 
retrenchment can bring earnings and liabilities together this side of zero. 
Shall we then liquidate and discontinue our work? I have been warned 
frequently in the la^t two years, “Unless you keep the expenses of Iowa 
Wesleyan down to the income we are hopelessly stranded.” I should be 
discouraged with this clamor were it not that now and then a thoughtful 
business man asks me how we are getting on; and when I show him the 
figures he congratulates us that we are doing so well; and, again, that now 
and then, when I meet representatives of other college faculties and boards, 
they express great surprise that we are able to do the quality and scope 
of work we are doing with the limited outlay. We have retrenched to the 
limit. The solution is on the other side of the problem. Our liabilities 
being reduced to the minimum, we must bring the resources up to the lia- 
bilities. In this is our salvation, and unless this be done — but never mind; 
it will be done; it is being done; it is going to be done. I know the temper 
and spirit of this Conference and of Methodism; and I know that the 
price paid for the product of Iowa Wesleyan University is not too high 
at a contribution of twenty-five cents a member from the Iowa Confer- 
ence to the educational collection. What,' say you, will that solve our 
problem? Brothers! that will absolutely solve our problem. Place not 
less stress upon missions or other benevolences, but emphasize a little 
more this great and noble cause, and the thing is done. This Conference 
has contributed an average 

EDUCATIONAL COLLECTION 

for the past fonr years of $3748.25. It is this year $4539. This brings our 
average up to 14.5 cents per member; and this with 40 per cent of all 
the charges in four districts answering the disciplinary question at the 
last quarterly conference of this year, “By whom was the Educational 
Sermon preached ?” with the pathetic confession, “It has not been preached.” 
This 40 per cent of all the charges in these four districts represents 60 
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l)or cent of all the churches in these districts. If public address has value ; 
if pulpit ministration has virtue; if the dissemination of literature is 
fruitful, and if the expression of earnest effort is potential— but why say 
if these things are valuable, virtuous, fruitful, potential? Let every charge 
have the Educational Sermon preached in every church, disseminate whole- 
some literature, gather the fruits in an educational collection of twenty- 
five cents per member; and you will protect the balance of Wesleyan’s 
ledger on the right side, sufficiently to avoid all deficits. 

The status of the bonded 

DEBT 

o^ the college is little different from last year. A large number of sub- 
scribers who were paying interest on their notes at five per cent asked to 
be carried until the coming October, when they are to make payments 
v.hich will be applied on reduction of the liability. At the annual meet- 
ing the Board asked me to give special attention to these collections and 
the consequent progress toward liquidation of the debt as soon as the 
Emergency Fund shall be completed; and I have promised to give that 
matter special attention. I have no doubt that it will result in a very 
large reduction next year. The 

EMERGENCY FUND 

is well nigh completed. After turning over every duty of my office that 
could be committed to others, to different members of the faculty, I have 
given every hour that could be spared from official routine requirements, 
since the middle of last April, to directly or indirectly promoting the 
Emergency Fund. When the presiding elders met in February to con- 
sider the status of that fund they found 440 subscriptions, or $4,400 a year 
for six years. At Commencement I was able to report about 500 sub- 
scriptions, or $5,000 a year. When we checked up the books last Friday 
morning, upon my return after a long absence in the interest of this 
fund, we had about 550 Emergency Fund subscriptions, which number has 
been increased through the mails and otherwise since to about 565. Be- 
tween 50 and 65 of these subscriptions are conditioned upon procuring the 
entire number before the close of this session of Conference. It would not 
be difficult to write that many subscriptions in a few minutes if we had 
the possible subscribers together here. But they are not all here, al- 
though some are. However, since these conditional subscriptions are be- 
fore us, the fund must be completed; and, since it must be completed, it 
will be. We have not failed hitherto, and w'e shall not fail now. Many 
members of this Conference have subscribed to this Emergency Fund in 
real sacrifice. Few who have subscribed can meet their obligations without 
feeling it; and yet you, ministers, men who have given more generously 
and more largely acording to your ability, twice, thrice, four times, five 
times, than the average of all other classes of men and women, are glad 
to give again and again, if only you may glorify your Christ in the pro- 
motion of his kingdom, the betterment of mankind. 

It affords me no little pleasure to record here the conditional pledge of 
Mr. Andrew Carnegie to give $25,000 to our 
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ENDOWMENT FUND 



when we shall have raised in realizeable assets an additional $75,000. 
The Board of Trustees accepted the offer and instructed me to proceed 
toward meeting the conditions of Mr. Carnegie’s subscription as soon as 
tlie Emergency Fund shall have been completed. With your co-operation 
and good will this thing can be done. Without it nothing that Wesleyan 
undertakes dare hope to succeed. Our present endowment is about $61,000. 
The detailed exhibit of necessary endowment, made two years ago at 
Sigourney and published in the minutes of that year, were conservative. 
We are still looking toward it. One hundred thousand dollars in the next 
endowment effort will be a long stride in that direction; and it is ^y 
opinion that we can raise that amount for endowment much more easily 
than we have raised the Emergency Fund. 

The resolution passed by this Conference at its last session one year 
ago, recommending the Board of Trustees to take steps toward the reor- 
ganization of the 

GOVERNING BOARD 



of Iowa Wesleyan, was carried into effect, and the provisions embodied in 
the revised charter are herewith submitted to the Conference, together with 
the original articles of association, the charters from the beginning, and 
the constitution and by-laws now in effect, as a part of this report. With 
this pamphlet I also submit a copy of the annual catalog for the Con- 
ference files, which is likewise a part of the report. Under the provisions 
of this revised charter the Board of Trustees is increased in number from 
24 to 28. Of these 28 the Conference elects 12, the Alumni Association 8, 
and the Board of Trustees elects 8. The tenure of office is four years. 
The Alumni Association and the Board of Trustees therefore elect, each, 
two trustees annually, and the Conference elects three trustees annually. 
At the Commencement session of the Alumni Association in June last 
elections were as follows: 

Class 1907; J. E. Newsom, J. J. Fitzgerald. 

Class 1908: J. F. Barnett, Gardner Cowles. 

Class 1909: J. T. Brooks, C. S. Rogers.

The Board at its annual session also elected as follows:

Class 1910: W. P. Stoddard, Hugh Cole. 

It is the duty of this Conference, under the new order, to elect three 
trustees to serve one year, three trustees to serve two years, three trustees 
to serve three years, and three trustees to serve four years. The revised 
charter further provides that the Alumni Association shall elect annually 
cue Visitor to the University, and that the Iowa Conference shall elect 
annually one Visitor to the University. The term of office of these 
visitors is three years. The Alumni Association elected as follows: J. W. 
Potter, 1907; E. T. Willits, 1908; C. N. Pace, 1909. 
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It is the duty of this Conference to elect one visitor for one year, 
one for two years, and one for three years. Under the revised charter, 
when this Conference shall have elected its trustees and visitors and that 
Board shall have qualified, the office of all present trustees and visitors shall 
discontinue. I deem it proper to call the attention of the Conference 
to the fact that of the sixteen trustees elected by the Alumni Association 
and the Board of Trustees, fourteen were selected from the then present 
Board of Trustees. But two new members were chosen. 

It is now my painful duty to record that our genial, earnest, godly, 
efficient Financial Secretary, Rev. Charles W. Powelson, passed to his 
reward suddenly on the 6th of January, 1906. A true son of nature, a 
faithful servant of the Master, a man who loved to call all men brother, 
a co-worker who trusted absolutely and always, was never found want- 
ing, went out from us in one brief hour. I have lost a valued helper, but 
what is infinitely more, I have lost a loyal friend. Few^ knew' him as did I; 
none loved him more than I. His family is bereft-; his work is cut short; 
he is laid low in his prime; the Church hath suffered loss — nay, these are 
human meditations. Our Father is the great lover. He rules in tender- 
ness. He know's as we know not. We strew fragrant flowers on the 
grave of Charley Powelson; we moisten its cold soil with our raining 
tears; and, looking up to our Heavenly Father under the inspiration of 
the memory of this man’s life of earnest and valued service, we await 
marching orders to fields of new conquest. 

Of myself I have little to say. A year ago at Conference I was a sick 
man. You thought it; I knew it. Neither you nor I knew how serious it 
was. Baths, travel, change, sea-levels, high altitudes, mountaineering, 
horseback riding — all these contributed somewhat to rest and health after 
five and a half years that had known but three weeks’ vacation; but an 
old injury carried from boyhood had growm so troublesome that life was 
in jeopardy; and so came the hospital, the surgeon’s knife, skilled nurses, 
tender care, earnest prayer, and time to grow back to life and health and 
hope. My memory is especially of two things. They are not sanitation, 
surgery, antiseptics, nurses, or other blessings of the hospital. The one 
was the revelation of the triumph of grace on a day and in an hour when 
I must be put to sleep, ready and willing to awake under His will on 
this side or on the other side of the transition that men call death. Then it 
was that I knew as I had not known before the fullness of the life which is 
by faith in Jesus Christ. All glory to His name! The other was the 
shower of testimonials to love’s tenderness and brotherhood’s faithfulness 
that came continuously day after day in flowers, letters, telegrams, per- 
sonal visits. Some of these told how many of you were thinking of 
your brother and co-worker and bearing him aloft on the prayers of 
your heart and the wings of your faith. I here express my grateful ap- 
preciation; and now I am back to health and vigor such as I have not 
known before since I was a lad of thirteen. I emphasize my appreciation 
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Slid gratitude to God and men and my renewed purpose to make my life 
more and more abound unto the glory of my Christ. Amen and Amen.

EPWORTH LEAGUE. 

Your committee on Epworth League begs leave to make the following 
report: 

We desire to express our appreciation for the counsel and inspiration 
of Dr. Edwin M. Randall, Gen. Sec’y of the Epworth League, and pledge to 
him our hearty support in all his undertakings for the advancement of 
Our Young People’s Society. 

We recommend the appointment of a ^‘Conference Board of The Ep- 
worth League,” the membership to consist of four representatives from each 
district, one of which shall be the Presiding Elder, one the Dis- 
trict President, one to be appointed by this Conference, and one to be 
elected by the District Cabinet or appointed by the District President. 
This board to have the powder to formulate a constitution and present 
it at the next Annual Conference. We recommend that Rev. Elias Handv, 
State Pres., be temporary chairman to effect the permanent organization. 



EVANGELIZATION. 

As Methodists w^e all believe in revivals. The great body of Metho- 
dists have not come into our communion single file, but in companies of 
tens, fifties and hundreds, under the Pentecostal outpouring of the Holy 
Spirit in revival meetings. The great evangelistic movements now spread- 
ing through many denominations and blessing all Christendom are cer- 
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tainly the work of the Spirit of God, and call loudly for our co-operation. 
We have a responsibility for the multitudes of unsaved about us. We 
urge, 

First, That each Sabbath evening service be evangelistic, that the 
sermon, songs and prayers have a direct aim. 

Second, To hold special meetings, for weeks if necessary. Organize 
nil your forces and concentrate them for a great victory. 

Third, To make personal efforts in soul-winning, speak personally with 
your unsaved children, talk personally with your unsaved neighbors, visit 
them who do not attend church services and lovingly plead with them to 
come to Christ. 

Fourth, To organize a summer campaign. Open air meetings are 
greatly blessed of God. There are fewer summer entertainments and more 
time to attend meetings than in winter. 



FREEDMAN’S AID AND SOUTHERN EDUCATION. 

The work of the Freedman’s Aid and Southern Education Society is 
most vitally related to the national welfare. The society stands for the 
training of the hands, the heads, and the hearts of the negroes and others 
in our midst; and this is manifestly the only solution of the race prob- 
lem. W’e are gratified to note the splendid results already achieved. The 
value of property held by the society counts into the millions; thousands 
cl trained, educated, Christian men and women have been sent forth to 
bless their people; and other thousands are now receiving instruction in 
the schools. 

Since money invested in the work of this society brings such large 
returns, we urge every pastor to set the facts before his people, and to 
raise in full the apportionment for his charge.

SABBATH OBSERVANCE. 

We, as members of the Iowa Conference, realizing the extent and 
baleful influences of Sabbath desecration, urge our people to unite in 
special efforts to discourage such forms of amusements and pleasures as 
naturally destroy its sacredness and divine purpose. 

We also recommend that our pastors emphasize frequently from the 
pulpit the duty of Christians to exercise special care to keep holy this 
Sabbath day. 
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STATE OF THE COUNTRY. 



Resolved, That we as a conference hereby express our gratitude to our 
Heavenly Father for the continuous prosperity which enables our people 
to enjoy so many of the richest blessings of life. 

Resolved, That we congratulate our fellow countrymen on the in- 
creased sentiment in favor of the enforcement of all our laws without 
regard to persons or properties interested. 

Resolved, That we are grateful for the vigorous demand for honesty 
in public and private affairs, and that we are glad for the many evidences 
of present activities in prosecution of dishonesty, which is not alone an 
indication of far reaching disposition toward peculation, so much as the in- 
dication of an awakening public conscience insisting upon higher moral 
ideals. 

Resolved, That we recognize the pure food laws, as touching the adul- 
teration of foodstuffs and the introduction of poisonous substances into 
j»repared compounds, as of great value to the health of the common public. 

Resolved, That we express our gratitude for the growing demand for 
fair-play which demands that combinations shall stand on the same foot- 
ing before the law' as the independent individual; that we record it as our 
conviction that the spirit of political independence, as manifested in the 
great breaking away from long cherished political affiliation, in the deter- 
mination to secure that which is just and right and for the highest good 
of the state, even at the cost of party fealty, as one of the most promising 
signs of the times. 



SUNDAY SCHOOL. 

We note with gratitude that the entire series of our Sunday School 
publications are so largely employed in the operations of our schools 
throughout the Conference; and that we not only disapprove the introduc- 
tion of any other publication, but urge the entire adoption and use of our 
own. We recognize none as superior, and congratulate our church, especi- 
ally upon its very efficient help to teachers given in S. S. Journal, and 
heartily recommend its introduction into every home, and that the pas- 
tors heartily co-operate with the publishers to increase its circulation. 

II. We heartily approve the plan of Dr. McFarland for a more thor- 
ough training of teachers of our Sunday Schools, and recommend that 
pastors use their utmost efforts to procure for their schools the Teachers’ 
I.ibrary recommended by him. 

III. We recommend that the plan of taking the S. S. collection by 
classes be adopted, in competition for the silk honor banner. 

IV'. We recommend the re-appointment of Rev. I. 0. Kemble as secre- 
tary of this Conference, to co-operate with the secretary of the S. S. 
Union in all matters relating to Sunday School interests. 

V. We urge that our own w'ork be given its proper place, — that is, 
first place, — not to be narrow' or sectarian, but to be loyal to our own. 
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It is the duty of this Conference to elect one visitor for one year, 
one for two years, and one for three years. Under the revised charter, 
when this Conference shall have elected its trustees and visitors and that 
Board shall have qualified, the ofiice of all present trustees and visitors shall 
discontinue. I deem it proper to call the attention of the Conference 
to the fact that of the sixteen trustees elected by the Alumni Association 
and the Board of Trustees, fourteen were selected from the then present 
Board of Trustees. But two new members were chosen. 

It is now my painful duty to record that our genial, earnest, godly, 
efficient Financial Secretary, Rev. Charles W. Powelson, passed to his 
reward suddenly on the 6th of January, 1906. A true son of nature, a 
faithful servant of the Master, a man who loved to call all men brother, 
a co-worker w’ho trusted absolutely and always, was never found want- 
ing, went out from us in one brief hour. I have lost a valued helper, but 
what is infinitely more, I have lost a loyal friend. Few knew him as did I; 
none loved him more than I. His family is bereft; his work is cut short; 
he is laid low in his prime; the Chm-ch hath suffered loss — nay, these are 
human meditations. Oiu* Father is the great lover. He rules in tender- 
ness, He knows as we know not. We strew fragrant flowers on the 
grave of Charley Powelson; we moisten its cold soil with our raining 
tears; and, looking up to our Heavenly Father under the inspiration of 
the memory of this man’s life of earnest and valued service, we await 
marching orders to fields of new conquest. 

Of myself I have little to say. A year ago at Conference I was a sick 
man. You thought it; I knew it. Neither you nor I knew how serious it 
was. Baths, travel, change, sea-levels, high altitudes, mountaineering, 
horseback riding — all these contributed somewhat to rest and health after 
live and a half years that had known but three weeks’ vacation; but an 
old injury carried from boyhood had grown so troublesome that life was 
in jeopardy; and so came the hospital, the surgeon’s knife, skilled nurses, 
tender care, earnest prayer, and time to grow back to life and health and 
hope. My memory is especially of two things. They are not sanitation, 
surgery, antiseptics, nurses, or other blessings of the hospital. The one 
was the revelation of the triumph of grace on a day and in an hour when 
I must be put to sleep, ready and willing to awake under His will on 
this side or on the other side of the transition that men call death. Then it 
was that I knew as I had not known before the fullness of the life which is 
by faith in Jesus Christ. All glory to His name! The other was the 
shower of testimonials to love’s tenderness and brotherhood’s faithfulness 
that came continuously day after day in flowers, letters, telegrams, per- 
sonal visits. Some of these told how many of you were thinking of 
your brother and co-worker and bearing him aloft on the prayers of 
your heart and the wings of yoiu* faith. I here express my grateful ap- 
preciation; and now I am back to health and vigor such as I have not 
known before since I was a lad of thirteen. I emphasize my appreciation 
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Slid gratitude to God and men and my renewed purpose to make my life 
more and more abound unto the glory of my Christ. Amen and Amen.

We recommend the appointment of a ^‘Conference Board of The Ep- 
worth League,” the membership to consist of four representatives from each 
district, one of which • shall be the Presiding Elder, one the Dis- 
trict President, one to be appointed by this Conference, and one to be j|, 

elected by the District Cabinet or appointed by the District President. | 

This board to have the power to formulate a constitution and present 
it at the next Annual Conference. We recommend that Rev. Elias Handy, 

State Pres,, be temporary chairman to effect the permanent organization. 



EVANGELIZATION. 

As Methodists we all believe in revivals. The great body of Metho- 
dists have not come into our communion single file, but in companies of 
tens, fifties and hundreds, under the Pentecostal outpouring of the Holy 
Spirit in revival meetings. The great evangelistic movements now spread- 
ing through many denominations and blessing all Christendom are cer- 
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tainly the work of the Spirit of God, and call loudly for our co-operation. 
AVe have a responsibility for the multitudes of unsaved about us. We 
urge, 

First, That each Sabbath evening service be evangelistic, that the 
sermon, songs and prayers have a direct aim. 

Second, To hold special meetings, for weeks if necessary. Organize 
all your forces and concentrate them for a great victory. 

Third, To make personal elforts in soul-winning, speak personally with 
your unsaved children, talk personally with your unsaved neighbors, visit 
them who do not attend church services and lovingly plead with them to 
come to Christ. 

Fourth, To organize a summer campaign. Open air meetings are 
greatly blessed of God. There are fewer summer entertainments and more 
time to attend meetings than in winter. 



FREEDMAN’S AID AND SOUTHERN EDUCATION. 

' The work of the Freedman’s Aid and Southern Education Society is 
most vitally related to the national welfare. The society stands for the 
training of the hands, the heads, and the hearts of the negroes and others 
in our midst; and this is manifestly the only solution of the race prob- 
lem. We are gratified to note the splendid results already achieved. The 
value of property held by the society counts into the millions; thousands 
oi trained, educated, Christian men and women have been sent forth to 
bless their people; and other thousand^ are now receiving • instruction in 
the schools. 

Since money invested in the work of this society brings such large 
returns, we urge every pastor to set' the facts before his people, and to 
raise in full the apportionment for his charge.

We, as members of the Iowa Conference, realizing the extent and 
baleful influences of Sabbath desecration, urge our people to unite in 
special efforts to discourage such forms of amusements and pleasures as 
naturally destroy its sacredness and divine purpose. 

We also recommend that our pastors emphasize frequently from the 
pulpit the duty of Christians to exercise special care to keep holy this 
Sabbath day. 
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STATE OF THE COUNTRY. 

Resolved, That we as a conference hereby express our gratitude to our 
Heavenly Father for the continuous prosperity which enables our people 
to enjoy so many of the richest blessings of life. 

Resolved, That we congratulate our fellow countrymen on the in- 
creased sentiment in favor of the enforcement of all our laws without 
regard to persons or properties interested. 

Resolved, That we are grateful for the vigorous demand for honesty 
in public and private affairs, and that we are glad for the many evidences 
of present activities in prosecution of dishonesty, which is not alone an 
indication of far reaching disposition toward peculation, so much as the in- 
dication of an awakening public conscience insisting upon higher moral 
ideals. 

Resolved, That we recognize the pure food laws, as touching the adul- 
teration of foodstuffs and the introduction of poisonous substances into 
prepared compounds, as of great value to the health of the common public. 

Resolved, That we express our gratitude for the growing demand for 
fair-play which demands that combinations shall stand on the same foot- 
ing before the law as the independent individual; that we record it as our 
conviction that the spirit of political independence, as manifested in the 
great breaking away from long cherished political affiliation, in the deter- 
mination to secure that which is just and right and for the highest good 
of the state, even at the cost of party fealty, as one of the most promising 
signs of the times. 



SUNDAY SCHOOL. 

We note with gratitude that the entire series of our Sunday School 
publications are so largely employed in the operations of our schools 
throughout the Conference; and that we not only disapprove the introduc- 
tion of any other publication, but urge the entire adoption and use of our 
own. We recognize none as superior, and congratulate our church, especi- 
ally upon its very efficient help to teachers given in S. S. Journal, and 
heartily recommend its introduction into every home, and that the pas- 
tors heartily co-operate with the publishers to increase its circulation. 

II. We heartily approve the plan of Dr. McFarland for a more thor- 
ough training of teachers of our Sunday Schools, and recommend that 
pastors use their utmost efforts to procure for their schools the Teachers’ 
library recommended by him. 

III. We recommend that the plan of taking the S. S. collection by 
classes be adopted, in competition for the silk honor banner. 

IV. AVe recommend the re-appointment of Rev. I. 0. Kemble as secre- 
tary of this Conference, to co-operate with the secretary of the S. S. 
Union in all matters relating to Sunday School interests. 

V. W'e urge that our own work given its proper place, — that is, 
first place, — not to be narrow or sectarian, but to be loyal to our own. 
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VI. We appreciate the purpose of our publishers in their endeavor to 
co-operate with the spirit of the times in making Evangelism their keynote. 
That the S. S. Journal, the Classmate and S. S. Advocate are giving em- 
phasis to this. We urge a faithful effort toward a larger circulation of 
these very helpful publications. 



TRACTS. 

We gladly commend the work of the Tract Society and believe it 
contains a potentiality not yet realized, because of limited resources, and 
that it is a vital force in the dissemination of truth, especially in its 
ability to extend beyond the reach of preacher and teacher in city mis- 
sions and pagan field. But great usefulness should be realized from th-' 
Tract Society by the pastor among his own people, because it offers a 
veritable arsenal of information bearing on doctrines and duties in home 
and church, all of which may be found in a well selected bunch tracts 
given back free to the extent of one-half the contribution to this benevo- 
lence; said tracts supplied at the rate, nominally, of fifteen pages of 
printed matter for one cent. 

We therefore recommend that each pastor supply himself and the 
Tract Committee, the catalogue of the society’s publications, and that he 
raise the full apportionment for this worthy cause, and that one-half this 
amount in carefully selected tracts be applied by the Tract Com. to the 
good of the work. 



TEMPERANCE. 

Your committee on Temperance beg leave to offer the following con- 
siderations: — 

1st. The former actions of our General and Annual Conference as set 
forth in our Discipline and Year Books are still expressive of our present 
position and determination. 

2d. The action of our recent Legislature in putting a time limit to all 
permits for the manufacture and sale of intoxicating beverages is recog- 
nized as a far-reaching act in the right direction to contract the lines of 
the enemies of temperance. 

3d. We recognize no victory as final until the whole traffic in intoxicat- 
ing beverages shall be under complete subjection to the highest and best 
principles of temperance legislation. 

4th. We heartily commend the organization and work of the Anti- 
Saloon League in its state and nation wide movement. 

5th. We advise and exhort the voters of our church to give their 
suffrage only to such men to sit in our state legislature as are clean in life 
and who are recognized as holding the best temperance principles. 

6th. We nominate as delegates to the eleventh national convention of 
the Anti-Saloon League of America, to be held in St. Louis, Mo., November 
19th-22d, 1906, C. S. Cooper and C. L. Tennant. 

7th. We nominate as Trustees of the Iowa Anti-Saloon League U. S. i 

Smith, J. F. Barnett. H. F. Gilbert, alternate. I 
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8th. We nominate for officers of the Iowa Conference Temperance 
Society: —

He grew up to manhood in his native 
kate, enjoying the educational advantage of the public schools, which 
gave him a fair qualification for business life. Very early in life he was 
made conscious of his obligations and service to God, and at the age of 
sixteen he professed religion and vowed a saving faith in Christ, joined 
the Methodist Episcopal Church, and for a number. of years was a faith- 
ful and consistent layman of said Church.

Cincinnati, 1 year; Mount Pleasant circuit, 5 years; Burlington circuit, 

years; and 3 years as financial agent of Iowa Wesleyan University, 
in which service he was engaged at the time of his death. His ministry 
was specially characterized as evangelistic. Every appointment to which 
he was sent as pastor was blessed through his ministry wdth revivals. 

He always lamented his lack of thorough educational preparation for the 
work of the ministry, and at times felt keenly this disadvantage. But, 
notwithstanding his lack of special training for the ministry, it must be 
said that in many things he excelled and was rated by his brethren in 
pastoral and ministerial service above the average. 

The earthly life and mission of C. W. Powelson is ended, and he has 
passed into the skies and into the paradise of God. He leaves his wife, j 

two sons and nine daughters, three brothers, who live in Ohio, and a 
sister in Kansas, who mourn his death. The funeral services were held i 

in the college chapel at 2 p. m., January 9, 1906. They were conducted 
by T. J. Myers, presiding elder, who also gave a sketch of his life, and in 
brief spoke of his personal relation, and of the character of the deceased. 

The following brethren took part in the religious service: Dr. Swickard, 

Thomas Osborn, G. M. Tuttle, and J. A. Glendinning. Dean Piersel recited 
Tennyson’s poem, “Crossing the Bar.” Addresses were made by Dr. Lymer, 
in behalf of the college; Pastors Tennant, of Burlington, and Handy, of 
Washington, who spoke for the Conference. The pall-bearers were Pas- 
tors Byrkit, Sinclair, Hightshoe, J. S. Pool, Decker and Stoddard. 
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REV. B. F. SHANE. 

Benjamin Franklin Shane was born in Jefferson County, Ohio, Decem- 
ber 1, 1837, and died in Selma, Iowa, February 25, 1906, He was educated 
in Lavilla and Steubenville, Ohio. He was married to Miss Hannah E. 
Shane in 1860; she died in Attica, Iowa, April 27, 1873. He was married to 
Miss Lou Anderson, of Knoxville, Iowa, April 28, 1874. By the first mar- 
riage there were born five children, two of whom are living: by the second 
marriage there were born two children, who also, with the wife and mother, 
are his survivors. Brother Shane came to Iowa in 1865, locating at Eddy- 
ville, from thence he moved to Kirkville, having charge of the public 
schools during the time of his residence held at these places. He was born 
of Christian parents, members of the United Presbyterian Church, in which 
he was reared. He was converted at eighteen years of age and united 
with the United Presbyterian Church. Some time afterward he and his 
mother united with the Methodist Episcopal Church. In the fall of 1869 
he united with the Iowa Conference, in which he faithfully served to the 
end of his earthly career, on the following charges: Fremont, 1 year; 

Attica, 3 years; Granville, 2 years; Montezuma, 3 years; Lynnville, 2 years: 
Kellogg, 3 years; Ladora, 3 years; Victor, 3 years; Keota, 2 years; Letts, 

1 year; Cincinnati, 3 years; Selma, 5 years; Batavia, 2 years; West Grove, 

2 years. He superannuated in the fall of 1904. He was serving his second 

year of a second pastorate at Selma when he died. He preached his last 
sermon November 27, 1905. During his illness he frequently gave assur- 
ance of being prepared to go, death having no sting for him. One morning 
after a refreshing sleep, he testified, saying, “My Savior I saw standing by 
the bedside, smiling sweetly upon me.” Bro. Shane fell asleep sweetly and 
peacefully in Jesus, thus entering that rest for which he lived. Appropriate 
funeral services were held in the church at Selma, February 28. They 
were in charge of A. V. Kendrick, presiding elder of the Keokuk District, 
and Rev. Dr. C. L. Stafford, of Bloomfield, with other members of the Con- 
ference assisting; there being eighteen preachers present to pay tribute 
to his memory. GEO. H. WEHN. 



CHARLES F. WILLIAMS. 

When the heavens opened to receive the ransomed spirit of the Rev. 
Charles F. Williams, a true and noble man came to his coronation. 

Brother Williams was born in Hadley, 111., November 5, 1841, and 
full vigor of a mature manhood, being only at the time of his death 56 
entered into rest at Davenport, Iowa, January 9, 1906. 

The family removed to Keokuk, Iowa, in 1848, where the boy received 
his early training in his father’s school, and for a year in Yellow Spring*^ 
College. . He completed his college preparatory course at Williamstown, 
Mass., and in 1858 entered Williams College, graduating therefrom in 1862, 
under the presidency of that princely man, Mark Hopkins. He then taught 
for two years in the New York House of Refuge, and when but twenty- 
three years of age was offered the honorable position of assistant super- 
intendent. Declining this promotion he returned to the West, and was 
pastor of the Methodist Episcopal Church at Perry, 111., for a year, his 
father being at the same time the pastor of the Presbyterian Church. A 
part of the time between 1868 and 1870 he was engaged in mission work in 
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the mountain region of Arkansas. In 1871 he was married to 
laeanor Libbey, of Perry. They went to Kansas, where Brother Williams 
snent two and a half years in the pastorate at Pleasanton and Winfield. 
Thence he came to Iowa, and served as chaplain of the Penitentiary at Fort 
Madison for a term of four years, and again later, from 1886 to 1891. He 
joined the Iowa Conference in 1878, and served in several pastorates with 
fidelity. His appointments were: Wapello, Mediapolis, First Church, Keo- 

kuk, and after an interval, Williamsburg. In 1891 he organized the Chil- 
dren’s Home Society of Missouri, serving as its secretary and field repre- 
sentative, and later had substantially the same work in Iowa for a time. 
In 1896 he became secretary of the Iowa Anti-Saloon League. Impaired 
health led him to Colorado for a season, where he supplied at Glenwood 
Springs and at Lamar, and in 1904-5 he supplied the Blue Grass circuit, 
Iiluscatine District, low'a Conference, doing there faithful work, never miss- 
ing an appointment, although more than once no congregation appeared, 
owing to inclement weather. From 1902 he sustained a supernumerary rela- 
tion, though preaching and lecturing about as much as when in the regular 
Avork. Lie had a mission, and must fulfil it: he had a message, and must 
declare it; and he counted not his life dear unto himself that he might 
accomplish the ministry with which he had been entrusted by the Lord 
Jesus. 

Of the commencement of his religious life he wrote: “Just before my 

fifteenth birthday I gave my heart to the Lord Jesus Christ, and in obedi- 
ence to the dictates of my conscience and the impulses of my heart con- 
secrated myself to the work of the ministry.” That surrender to the Lord 
Jesus was as complete and irrevocable as was that of Saul of Tarsus; 
that consecration to the work of the ministry an unreserved and living 
sacrifice — a joyfully reasonable service. Profound piety, constant devo- 
tion, a steadily deepening experience of fellowship with God, a growing 
sense of citizenship in the heavenlies, marked the advancing years of this 
son of the m.anse — a seer and prophet of the John the Baptist type. 

A severe fall in 1895 doubtless developed the cruel cancer which ter- 
minated his life. If any saw a change in his spirit during the last few 
years, they may now learn the cause. Bravely, patiently, heroically, the 
man was battling for life without really knowing his enemy, suffering 
constantly, and yet doing his best to meet the demands of duty alike to 
his family and the Church. Alas, that we did not know as did God and the 
angels of his heroic struggle! 

He leaves a widow and an only son, who took their dear dead to 
Perry, 111., for burial, January 13, 1906. Memorial services were conducted 
at Davenport by the Revs. W. H. Blanke and Mott R. Sawyer. Brother 
Williams was “a good man,” of vigorous intellect, of indomitable purpose, 
of sturdy convictions, of stalwart will, of utter devotion to conscience and 
his sense of duty. Pre-eminently he w'as adapted to reformatory work, 
and won his brightest trophies in that field. He rests from his labors, and 
his works of faith and love and devotion follow him.

NELSON WELLS. 

On Wednesday, May 30th, 1906, the heavens opened to admit one of 
God’s elect after sixty-three years of faithful service. 

Rev. Nelson Wells w’as born in Erie Co., Pennsylvania, Sept. 2d, 1825. 
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When he was a year and a half old his parents moved to Herkimer Co., 
N. Y. At the age of eleven years he was left motherless and from that 
time was thrown upon his own resources. By dint of hard work he edu- 
cated himself and later taught school. . . j i. 

In February, 1843, he was converted and two years later joined the 
Methodist Episcopal church. He went to Illinois in 1851 and in October 
of that year was licensed to exhort. A year later he was appointed junior 
preacher at Mason Mission in Grundy Co., 111., a charge that required two 
hundred miles’ travel to make one round. After a single round of the 
mission he was licensed to preach. 

He came to Iowa in the fall of 1853 and engaged in teaching school at 
Salem. In January of the following year he was appointed by the Pre- 
siding Elder of the Burlington District as junior preacher on the Yellow 
Spring circuit, Rev. M. See being preacher in charge. 

On June 1st of the same year, 1854, he was united in marriage to Mary 
(biner, with whom he lived until her death just two weeks preceding his 
own. Their Golden Wedding was celebrated in 1904. Their union was 
blessed by eleven children, nine of whom were reared to maturity and 
seven of whom still survive. 

Nelson Wells was recommended to the Iowa Conference at Dubuaue 
in the fall of 1854, and was appointed to the Vinton circuit. 

During his ministry he served at the following places in the order 
named: Pleasant Valley, Farmington, Pittsburg, Burlington circuit, Brook- 
\ille, Chillicothe. From the latter place he enlisted as a private in the 
War of the Rebellion, 1864, being assigned to Co. M, 2d Iowa Cavalry. He 
received an honorable discharge at Selma, Alabama, Sept. 19th, 1865, and 
cnce more entered the ministry, serving the following appointments; 
Grandview, Richmond, West Liberty, Wilton Junction, Washington, Mar- 
shall, (nov7 Wayland,) Winfield, Lexington, South Burlington, (now Grace 
Church,) Mt. Pleasant circuit, Ainsworth, Riverside, Lynnville and Monte- 
zuma circuit. From here he took a superannuated relation on account of 
failing health in the autumn of 1885. Thus his active ministry extended 
over a period of thirty-three years, uniting the age of pioneer circuit rid- 
ing with that of the modern Methodist itinerant. His connection with the 
Iowa Conference covers a period of fifty-two years. During his ministry 
he was instrumental in the conversion of more than a thousand souls. 

He was ever known for his deep piety and broad culture, being recog- 
nized in his best days as one of the most logical and original thinkers in 
the Conference. He was pre-eminently a self-made man. His writings 
have ‘ouiid frequent place in Methodist publications and his noble influence 
still lives to bless the world. 

The funeral service, conducted by Presiding Elder T. J. Myers, assisted 
by Rev. T. S. Pool and G. W. Byrkit, was held in the 1st M. E. Church of 
Mt. Pleasant, where he had lived since 1895. He was laid to rest in Pleas 
ant Hill cemetery by the side of his wife and daughter, all three of whom 
passed to their reward within eighteen days. 



MRS. MARY C. WELLS. 

Mary Coiner was born in Ross coimty, Ohio, July 17, 1835. With her 
parents, Christian and Elizabeth Coiner, she came to Iowa in 1848, settling 
in Des Moines county. In 1854 she was married to Rev. Nelson Wells, one 
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of the early pioneers of the Iowa Conference, to whom she has ever been a 
Christian helper and a devoted wife. Mrs. Wells was the mother of eleven 
children, nine of whom she reared to maturity. She was a woman of 
great physical energy and endurance, of intelligent and cultured mind and 
of large heart, which throbbed in sympathy for all humanity. The 
supreme characteristic of her long and beautiful life was a spirit of self- 
sacrifice that no words can portray — a spirit that placed her loved ones first 
in everything, that knew nothing but self-abnegation and unparalleled 
generosity. By the ministers and their families who knew her she was 
characterized as a woman of rare sweet dignity. She was wise and eco- 
nomical in management, gracious and forgiving toward all — a woman loved 
by all who knew her. Mrs. Wells was converted at the age of fifteen 
years, and for over fifty-five years has walked with Jesus as a constant 
companion. She leaves a husband and seven children to mourn their loss, 
but the former is in a critical condition and doubtless will soon pass to 
his reward and once more meet his wife and daughter so recently de- 
parted. For many years this good woman and her husband have resided 
at Mt. Pleasant, Iowa, he being in the superannuate relation to his Con- 
ference. The funeral was held at the family home on Monday, May 21, 
1906, under the direction of President J. W. Hancher of Iowa Wesleyan
